During the eleventh annual meet- ! 
ing of the Kentucky Hankers As-' 
sooiation, held at Hopkinsvllle last 
week, an invitation was extended 
to the organization by the Ken- 
tucky Exhibit Association, through 
its Secretary, to hold the meeting 
next year In the Kentucky State 
Building at the World's Fair in St. 
Louis. 

As the next place of meeting is 
always settled", by the executive 
committee the invitation was re- 
ferred to it. The sentiment of the 
bankers present favored tho accept- 
ance of the invitation by the com- 
mittee, so the next meeting of Ken* 
tuckys heads ot financial institu- 
tions will most likely be held at 
the exposition grounds in the Mound 
City. 

The Kentucky Rankers' Associa- 
tion was the first organization in 
the State to endorse the movement 
inaugurated by the Kentucky Ex- 
hibit Association, 1. ..iking to th.

World's Fair in 1004, The rssolu 
tion adopted then provided for the 
appointment ot a committee to help 
raise the fund for the purpose. The 
report Of the work (lotle by the 
committee during the year was 
made by tin Secretary or the Ei* 

bibii Association at the Hopkins- 
ville meeting. It showed that fifty 
banks and trust companies' have 

already subscribed, the amounts 
ranging from $l"i to #.">no. according 
to the capitalization of the institu- 
tion. Tin- total so far received from 
the bankers was reported at S4,non, 
so it may be said that a large part 
of the Kentucky Building at the 
Louisiana Purchase Exposition is
